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1. S The amendment filed on 15 September 2004 under 37 CFR 1.312 has been considered, and has been: 

a) entered. 

b) □ entered as directed to matters of form not affecting the scope of the invention.

Note that the phrase "disulfied-thiol interchange" in claim 24 (deleting "activity") is clearly stated in the Examnier's 
Amendment with the Notice of Allowanence dated June 18, 2004, and also recited in claims 45-46 as originally filed now 
cancelled.
